Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
noted that the newly added Figures 16 and 17 include reference character #54, not described in the original 
specification, nor the newly added paragraphs. Attorney noted the newly added paragraphs included the phrase 
"chassis or cabinet (not illustrated)", wherein reference character 54 appears to indicate a "chassis or cabinet". 
Attorney and Examiner agreed that the phrase "not illustrated" would be changed to "54" via Examiner's Amendment. 
Further interviews on January 29, 2010 and February 2, 2010 resolved minor formatting issues (claims 13, 15, and 
20), a duplication of the word "racks" (claim 15). Further, Examiner noted that due claim 21 having a different 
preamble than the claims upon which it refers, it is interpreted as being an independent claim. As such, reference to 
multiple preceeding claims renders the scope of the claim indefinite. As such, claim 21 is being amended to refer to 
only claim 12. Also, claim 22 is being amended to refer to claim 21 as discussed February 2, 2010.
